FURNITURE WORKERS’ 
UNIONS IN BAY 
DISTRICT CONSOLIDATE 


Consolidation of AFL furniture 
workers’ unions of San Francisco 
and Oakland under one charter, 
has been approved by the general 
executive board of the united 
brotherhood of carpenters and 
joiners, it was announced yester- 
day. 

Threatened by an attempted in- 
vasion of CIO organizers, Furni- 
ture Workers’ Local 1799 of the 
east bay recently, by secret ballot, 
voted overwhelmingly to merge its 
300 members with San Francisco, 
Local 1541, bringing the total mem- 
bership in the bay area up to ap- 
proximately 900, 


The international was represent- 
ed in the negotiations by Don 
Cameron, veteran coast organizer 
for the brotherhood, who installed 
the charter for the combined local. 

The larger AFL union has work- 
ing agreements with employers 
which will continue until Decem- 
ber. This provides for a closed 
shop, forty hour work week and 
100 per cent jurisdiction over prac- 
tically all of the furniture and 
bedding shops of the district. 


Machinists 
Gain 225 
More Pacts 


Agreements Negotiated in 
Two Months by A. F. of L. 
Affiliate Include Firms in 
Twenty-eight States 


During April and May the inter- 
national association of machinists, 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, established the 
creditable record of negotiating 
two hundred and twenty-five new 
and renewed agreements, accord- 
ing to the report of F. D. Laude- 
mann, general vice president of 
the association, 

But the number of agreements 
negotiated isn’t all the story. One 
hundred and sixty-two of the con- 


tracts provided substantial  in- 
ereases in hourly, weekly and 
monthly wage rates. Of the re- 


maining agreements a number of 
them provide for minimum hourly 
or weekly rates, which in most 
instances mean increases over the 
minimums that prevailed prior to 
the execution of the contracts. 


In addition, practically all of the 
two hundred and twenty-five agree- 
ments negotiated during this two- 
month period provide either time 
and one-half or double time for 
overtime work and work per- 
formed on holidays and Sundays. 

The 40-hour or 44-hour week pre- 
vails in most of the agreements. 
An occasional agreement stipulates 
the 48-hour week, but in these rare 
instances this represents a sub- 
stantial reduction in hours, 

The large territory covered by 
the two hundred and twenty-five 
agreements is indicated by the fact 
that they embrace 84 cities in the 
following twenty-eight states: Cal- 
ifornia, Connecticut, Georgia, Ida- 


ho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 


souri, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
Mexico, New York, North Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, Wash- 
ington, Wisconsin, Wyoming.

with PHILIP PEARL 


With hot weather here, the vermin-hunting season is open. Last year 
the Dies committee focused its glare on the pediculous plague of the 
communists. Now it is turning over a few stones and exposing the nazi- 
fascist bugs. 

While the publie’s first impulse is to yell for the exterminator, a flit- 
gun is not really necessary. The best way of dealing with these crawling 
creatures is to expose them to the light. They thrive only in the dark. 

Enough has been revealed by the Dies committee to warrant a few 
comparisons between the habits and activities of the communists and 
the nazi-fascists, as well as their relative danger as pests. 


It is our opinion that the communists are more clever, more subtle 
and more dangerous. Like termites, they bore from within established 
institutions. They extol democracy, although in Soviet Russia they have 
killed the last vestige of freedom. They pledge allegiance to the consti- 
tution, although they recognize no law but their own. They have even 
made overtures to religion. A wide following of fellow-travelers (they 
used to be called parlor pinks in the old days) are placed in influential 
positions. They operate from within the schools, the press, the govern- 
ment and the C. I. O. Moreover, the communist party appears to be 
well-financed and well-disciplined. 


GRUBBING GRAFTERS 


The nazi-fascists in this country have no central organization. The 
propaganda groups are widely scattered and disassociated. Many of 
these organizations are run by fly-by-night grafters who are in the 
business of selling misinformation to suckers for their own profit. Their 
ideology of hatred and their heroes, Hitler and Mussolini, are repugnant 
to the vast majority of Americans. One would have to entertain a very 
low opinion of public intelligence to fear that the bund-boys will make 
much progress in this country. 

Nevertheless it would be folly to underestimate the potential menace 
of communist and nazi-fascist propaganda in this country. The investi- 
gations must go on and must be pursued thoroughly. The American 
Federation of Labor has given its full support to the Dies inquiry, 
whether directed against communist, nazi-fascists or any other un-Amer- 
ican group. It is interesting to note that the communists, who screamed 
blue murder when the Dies committee stepped on their toes, are applaud- 
ing its present activities.

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AFL Proves Board Is Biased 


Convicted! 


Following the detailed testimony of Joseph A. Padway, 
counsel of the American Federation of Labor, before the senate 
committee on education and labor in favor of the amendments 


to the national labor relations act proposed by the American 
Federation of Labor, a number of other representatives of A. F. 
of L. unions laid before the committee case after case in which 
the labor board arbitrarily decided against the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and in favor of the C. I. O. 

John P. Frey, president of the metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, gave undeniable testimony rela- 
tive to the anti-A. F. of L. and pro-C. I. O. policy of the labor 
board in connection with the metal trades unions. 


Frank Fenton, director of organization of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, followed Mr. Frey with multiple instances of 
bias shown by the board in favor of the C. I. O. and against the 
A. F. of L. 

Frank B. Powers, president of the commercial telegraphers’ 
union of North America, gave unanswerable details of how the 
labor board had discriminated against his union to the benefit 
of the C. I. O. telegraphers group. 

George Googe, in charge of the southern organization head- 
quarters of the American Federation of Labor, Atlanta, Ga., 
presented many cases where A. F. of L. unions in the south had 
felt the enmity of the labor board in various decisions calculated 


to benefit the C. I. O. 


G. H. Granger, representing the California State Federation 
of Labor, gave the facts regarding the manner in which the 
labor board had undertaken to hamstring the A. F. of L. in 
Westwood, California. He declared that the statements regard- 
ing the Westwood situation were falsified by George Kidwell, 
California director of industrial relations, in his testimony be- 
fore the committee. 

Observers who followed the mountain of testimony presented 
by the American Federation of Labor were compelled to admit 
that by its submission to the senate committee the labor board 
was positively convicted of having used its power illegally and 
for the definite purpose of destroying the craft unions of the 
American Federation of Labor and promoting the interests of 


WHAT IS BEHIND KIDWELL'S 


EAST BAY LABOR JOURNAL 


U.S. SENATE TESTIMONY? 


The American Federation of Labor is being headlined by the Cali- 
fornia press with George Kidwell, accused of disloyalty to his trust and 
being tried by his colleagues, as the focal point of the news interest.: 

In the first place, this Kidwell business is a nice juicy morsel for a 
press, the least of whose reactions toward any labor endeavor, is criti- 
cal indeed. During past years, especially where labor has waged cam- 
paigns for its betterment or fought outside subversive influneces, the 
general public, through the daily press, has been lead to believe that all 
labor leaders were merely self-concerned, politically ambitious, and with- 
out ethics to the extent that they were prone to se out the rank and file 
to further their own ambitions, 

According to evidence thus far brought out, it seems that Mr. Kid- 
well has gone to great lengths to substantiate this subtle propaganda 
to the great delight of those who have been fostering it. 

There is another and healthier side to this Kidwell controversy that 
the daily press naturally ignores. And that is the fact that, other labor 
leaders, men who are deeply imbued with their official responsibilities, 
are the accusers of George Kidwell. This fact and the very sensationalism 
attached to it by the press, is ample proof that a betrayal of trust on 
the part of a labor leader is rare enough to be headlined. 

KIDWELL ACCUSES A. F. OF L. UNION 

As to Mr. Kidwell himself, the trouble he finds himself in is of his own 
creating. Whether the charges are true or false is beside the point at 
this time. The important thing is the fact that his own associates feel 
that the matter is grave enough to be sifted and aired and is of such 
moment and importance to the labor movement, that even the sensa- 
tionalism of a critical, and in many instances, a hostile press must be 
faced. 

The salient point seems to be that Kidwell testified before a senate 
committee last month that the American Federation of Labor had de- 
liberately caused labor disturbances in Westwood to discredit the Wag- 
ner act and that the chartered American Federation of Labor lumber 
union was ‘‘company-dominated.” In connection with this item, it is well | 
to remember that Kidwell, associated with the bakery wagon drivers’ | 
union, accepted a governor’s appointment as state director of industrial 
relations. 

We find, according to press notices that his salary for one month 
amounted to $500.00 and, in addition, carried an expense voucher for 
225.00. Never, in his wildest imaginative moments, did any local labor 
leader ever dream of expecting compensation in the sum of $825.00 for 
one month’s effort on behalf of the rank and file that he represents. 
Kidwell has received thousands of dollars in salary throughout his years 
of association with and representation of A. F. of L. labor. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is the parent that nursed him and through 
whose affiliation it was made possible for him to achieve that degree of 
importance that he received a state appointment. Yet, when accused 
of betrayal because of his senate testimony, he replied to a question by 
Anthony Noriega, that he had testified as a spokesman for Governor 
Olson rather than as a representative of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

“JUST A POLITICIAN” SAYS CAMERON 

So, it is very evident why Don Cameron, international representative 
of carpenters and joiners, remarked to Kidwell, “Your ambitions as a 
political leader led you to make these charges in Washington.” 

Newspaper reporters, from time immemorial, have resigned their jobs 
to take more lucrative employment as publicity men and public rela- 
tions counsel. But never have we heard of a case on record of one of 
these men utilizing his new position to injure his former employer, espe- 
cially while expecting to continue his former affiliations. 

Our thought seems to be that a labor leader who deliberately offers 
testimony against his own affiliations, must have some stronger interest 
at heart than those affiliations. 

It seems that Kidwell does not deny his testimony before the U. S. 
senate committee. He, in a confused manner, is trying to explain it. 
He cannot explain it on the basis that he is an advocate of righteous- 
ness and that the American Federation of Labor showed an un- 
righteous attitude in the Westwood controversy and therefore, for 
the great moral uplift of the organization, he was eager to expose 
unfair practices. It may be true that his motive was more mundane 
than that. 

A. F. OF L. WILL WATCH TRIAL 

The Kidwell trial will be resumed today. The investigating board is 
composed of San Francisco’s Sheriff Murphy, William McCabe, George 
Spooner, F. E. Holderby and Henry S. Foley. Foley, president of Street 
Carmen, Division 518, nominated Mr. Kidwell to succeed Edward D. 
Vandeleur as secretary of the state federation of labor at the recent 
convention. 

It goes without saying that every American Federation of Labor 
member will watch the proceedings with breathless interest and we are 
also of the opinion that if the board finds him guilty (and we doubt they 
will), every one will want to know what Mr. Kidwell’s real motive was 
in accusing an American Federation of Labor affiliate of being a 
|“company dominated union.”

And Work Conditions 


A. F. of L. unions in San Diego 
do not propose to take a back seat 
when it comes to improving the 
wages, hours and work conditions 
of the toilers through agreements 
negotiated with employers. This is 
evidenced by a few recent achieve- 
ments in labor circles there. 


Local No. 325 of the American 


federation of musicians started the. 


victory parade by finalizing agree- 
ments with six more night clubs, 
which brought every major night 
club under an A. F. of L. contract, 
with union wages, hours and other 
advantages of organized labor 
guaranteed for the musicians em- 
ployed, who are 100 per cent union 
members. 


Bartenders’ Local Union No. 500 
and Cooks and Waitresses’ Union 
No. 402 joined the parade of labor’s 
progress by signing up five night 
clubs, bars and cafes for the union 
shop. 

Finally, Brewery Workers’ Local 
Union No. 7, Branch 3, signed two- 
year agreements with the Aztec 
Brewing company and the San 
Diego Brewing company carrying 
provisions for vacations with pay, 
increased wages and improved 
working conditions for 200 em- 
ployes. Under the wage increase 
provisions brewers will receive $45 
eae bottlers $41, and drivers 
42, 

The week’s vacation with pay 
carried in the agreement has never 
before been enjoyed by San Diego 
brewery workers. It will be avail- 
able for every employe who comes 
under the agreement,
